white screen and a non-live fire semi-automatic pistol.  The
device presents a target or situation on the screen and
requires the trainee to decide if and when to shoot.

The device provides complete replay of results, in real time,
slow motion or frame by frame.  Evaluation during and after
training can be conducted through the replay and printout of
results.

The device lends itself to the creation of shooting and
decision-making under stressful situations and provides
objective evaluations that can be used for performance
measure or competition.

The device uses an eye-safe laser installed in a real
semiautomatic pistol.  Targets are presented from a videodisc
using a high resolution, large screen projection system.
